1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office Action. 

2. Claim 10 has been amended. Claim 13 has been canceled. Claims 10-12 and 15 are 
pending and under consideration. 

3. The rejection of claim 10 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Gorbachev et al 
(Biokhimiya, 1994, Vol. 59, pp. 1401-1405) as evidenced by DeRobertis and DeRobertis (Cell 
and Molecular Biology (textbook), 7th Ed., 1975, pp. 235-237) is withdrawn. 

4. The rejection of claims 10 and 1 1 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Stein 
and Goldenberg (Hybridoma, 1988, Vol. 7, pp. 555-567) is maintained for reasons of record. In 
an attempt to obviate this rejection, applicant has amended the claims to read on an antigen 
which is bound by a monoclonal antibody of the IgM isotype. This has been considered but not 
found persuasive, as characterization of the claimed antigen by means of binding to an antibody 
does not differentiate antigen based on isotype of said antibody.
